FOR COFFEE-TIME OR ANY TIME: 
Apple Cinnamon Coffee Cake 


This coffee cake, studded with chunks of cinnamony- 
accented apples, spells ‘‘good eating’ anytime. Delicious as 
a special treat for coffee creaks or snacks, it’s also an’ 
appealing dessert to which those who aren’t counting calories 
might like to add a dollop of whipped cream. 

There’s a mystery ingredient in this easy recipe: yogurt. 
You don’t actually taste it, but yogurt adds moistness, 
tenderness, and brings out the distinctive fruit flavor of the 
canned apple pie filling. The apple slices start out on top of 
the golden batter, then sink into the cake during baking.

apple cinnamon coffee cake 


1 package (18.5 oz.) yellow cake mix (double layer size) 
3 eggs 

1 cup plain yogurt 

1 can (20 oz.) apple pie filling 

3 tablespoons sugar 

1 tablespoon cinnamon 

2 teaspoons flour 


In large mixing bowl, combine cake mix, eggs and yogurt. 
Beat 3 minutes. Spread batter into an oiled and floured 
9x13x2 inch cake pan. Arrange pie filling over batter. 
Combine cinnamon, sugar, and flour and sprinkle on top of 
cake, Bake at 350 degrees F. for 40-45 minutes. Best served 
warm, 


Microwave Instructions (Makes two 8 inch layers): 


Mix batter as above. Line 8-inch microwave cake pan with a 
circle of paper towel. Place “4 of batter in prepared pan. Top 
with “4 can of pie filling and slightly less than ‘2 cinnamon 
mixture. Microwave at 50% power 7-8 minutes, rotate 
turn at 4 minutes. Finish cooking, high power, 3-4 minutes, 
rotate % turn at 2 minutes. Exact times may vary with 
different ovens. Let stand 2 minutes before inverting onto 
plate. Sprinkle bottom with some of the cinnamon mixture, 
Repeat for second layer.

Out in the quiet 
countryside near Jack, 
Alabama, Cally Turner plies 
his trade he grows 


But his tomatoes 
aren't grown in your ordinary 
garden from, say March 
throughout the summer; his 
season is Winter through 
Spring, 
(water-grown).

Tomatoes Grow Fine In Jack, Alabama

most area gardens = are 
producing their own crop and 
demand is slowing down, he 
ceases his operation for the 
year, But during these 
months he picks from 1000 - 
1100 pounds of tomatoes 
weekly (the most being 1400 
pounds in one week), and 
most of these are sold to 
friends and neighbors in the 
area. He has only a few 
wholesale customers who 
come and load up to re-sell, 

The only operation of its 
kind in Coffee County, the 
tomatoes are grown in a 30 x 
124 controlled atmosphere 
house, There are five double 
rows of plants extending the 
length of the bulding; plants 
which get past 20 feet in 
length before their season is 
over They do not grow 
straight up, however. Each 
is trained to one stalk, which

is Supported by a cord and 
clips, and as the plants reach 
upward, a helper ‘‘lets them 
down'’ by means of the 
clips so that they meander 
along wooden frames like so 
many round green cords. 


These long wooden 
frames hold plastic tubing 
in which the 1000 seedlings 
are ‘‘planted’’ in individual 
holes several inches apart. 
They are fed water and 


special liquid __ fertilizer 
on a strictly 
controlled schedule.  ‘‘Too 
much water and_ they'd 


drown,’ explains Turner. ‘‘] 
also must keep a check on the 
fertilizer.’" He does this’ by 
means of a special meter 
equipped with an electronic 
eye which ‘‘reads’’ the 
amount of fertilizer present 
in the small amount of water 
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Mrs. Henley lets down the stalk to prevent overgrowth from 


shading maturing fralt 


he tests in the meter. 

His water is supplied by a 
deep well and is collected in 
a reservoir beneath the 
plants as it flows into and out 
of the plastic tubing, thus 
providing nutrients through 
the developing roots, This 
‘“food"’ is circulated over and 
over to the plants. 

Two huge exhaust fans 
pull heat from the house 
when the temperature 
reaches a certain point; and 
when fan no, 2 comes on, a 
pump clicks on mobilizing a 
‘water tower’’ in the rear. 
This air conditioning system 
becomes effective by 
spraying water falling into a 
compartment  ceiled and 
floored with porous mats. 
The fans, located in front, 
pull open light-weight doors 
which allow the cooling air to 
circulate throughout — the 
building. When the 
temperature drops and the 
fans cut off, bags of sand 
gently pull the doors back to 
the closed position. 

The dome-like roof of the 
structure is created by a 
double layer of heavy plastic 
insulated by fan-supplied air. 

In summer the thermo- 
meter is set at 78; in winter 
62 at night and 72 in the 
daytime. 

The tomatoes, a special 
tropical variety, are subject 
to certain diseases and 
Turner sprays regularly with 
Benlay, Botran and 
Malathion, In the four years 
of his operation, however, 
he's found only three worms! 

At the end of each 
season, the plastic tubing 
which has been “‘home”’ to 
the plants, is rolled up and 
discarded and new tubing 
installed the next year. 

Heat in the cool months is 
supplied by large plastic 


tubing which balloons and 
blows out warm air at inter- 
vals around the plants and 
overhead. Air for circulation 
and for needed oxygen is also 
supplied this way. 


As the plants grow, 
the bottom limbs and leaves 
and ‘‘suckers'’ are pruned 
off. Pollination is supplied 
by Turner's ‘‘mechanical 
bumble bee.’’ ‘'This is a 
simple vibrator,”’ he 
explains, ‘‘to which -I’ve 
attached this little (cube- 
shaped) stick.’ Each day he 
goes down each row 
‘pollinating’ the blooms 
he simply lays the stick 
beside them and the pollen is 
dislodged by the vibration to 
float through the air to other 
blooms. 

Helping Turner in the 
business is Mrs. Dora Lee 
Henley, who comes in on a 
part-time basis to let the 
plants down, trim off leaves, 
or whatever needs to be 
done HIs wife Mildred 
holds down a job in 
Brundidge, so does not get in 
on much of the running of the 
business. However, Turner 
says, ‘This is a_ family 


operation - we work things 
out together, talk things 
over, and we learn 


something new every year.’ 
Turner's occupation was that 
of carpenter before he got 
‘into tomatoes,’’ which is 
now full-time for him. 

His prime quality 
tomatoes - No. 1's - sell for 
80 cents a pound; No, 2's are 
70 cents. 

So if you get really 
hungry for some. luscious, 
delicious, large, beautiful, 
red tomatoes - Umm-mm- 
you. can find them at 
Turner's Tomato House - 
right there in Jack, Alabama.

SOYBEAN VARIETIES 

Time is getting short to 
finish getting the soybean 
crop in. For beans planted 
now we recommend Cobb, 
Hutton, Coker 338 or Coker 
488. These varieties have 
performed well in Coffee 
County for a number of 
years. There are other 
varieties that can be planted 
now including Davis. 

Soybeans should be 
planted when there is 
enough moisture in the 
ground to get a good stand. 
You will almost always fail if 
you plant beans in dry soil. It 
is best to keep them in the 
bag until you do get a rain. 

The yield on these late 
varieties during a three-year 
period at Headland was 39 
bushels for Cobb and Coker 
338, 39.5 for Hutton and 36.2 
for Coker 488, 


GOOD PHILOSOPHY 

Louis Tapley, 4-H Club 
Agent in Jackson County, 
had some thoughts about 
junior livestock shows.

LAWN MOWING 

Lawn care experts tell me 
that there are about four 
main ways to keep your lawn 
in good shape. First, get 
your soil fertility and lime 
right. You can best do this 
by: sending a soil sample to 
the laboratory at Auburn. 
Follow their directions on 
fertilizing and liming. 
Usually a soil test every three 
years is sufficient. 

Number 2 is to keep your 
lawn mower blade sharp 
You don’t want to beat your 
lawn off. You want to clip it 
as cleanly as possible. 

Number 3, raise your 
blade one-fourth inch every 
month after you _ start 
mowing. If you start mowing 
May |, raise the blade one- 
fourth inch June 1, another 
one-fourth inch July 1, 
another one-fourth — inch 
August ] and possibly 
another one-fourth inch Sept 
ember 1. 

Number 4 is to use grass 
and weed killers throughout 
the year so that you will only 
have pure lawn grass to 
fertilize, water and take care 
of 

Speaking of mowing 
lawns, I. still see people 
cutting their grass with 
children within a few feet of 
the discharge side of the 
lawn mover. What a dan 
gerous practice this is!!

Your Forest Land - 
Enjoyment And Profit 


Many landowners feel 
that trees will grow with or 
without their efforts and 
therefore do not see need for 
management. But untended 
woodlands, like untended 
gardens, may produce only 
weeds and inferior products. 
Good trees and a healthy 
productive forest take years 
of care. 

Because of all the varia- 
tions in woodland character- 
istics and ownership 
objectives, one general 
approach to management of 
the small woodland is not 
possible. The management 
for each tract of land must be 
tailored to the individual 
situation. 

Economists predict that 
the demand for timber in the 
United States will exceed 
supply to 2020, if present 
rates of use continue and 
present tree growth rates are 
not increased. The future 
also. brings stepped up 
demands for the host of other 
forest services that are so 
essential! to the well-being of 
our citizens. In light of these 
forecases, private woodlands 
-- including yours -- will 
become increasingly 
valuable for maintaining te 
quality of life as time goes 
on, 

To get started on a 
management program for 
your woodland, you should 
obtain the services of a 
professional forester to help 


Wetlands Issue 


‘The wetlands of Coffee 
County are precious and 
endangered, said C.W. 
Roberts, Alabama Forestry 
Commission forest 
supervisor. 

‘Ground water supplies 
are threatened,’’ he added, 
‘wildlife habitat is affected, 
and the very way of life of our 
people is changed when our 
few remaining acres of 
swamps and marchlands are 
reduced or harmed.”’ 

There are over 86,000 
acres of land classed as 
wetlands in Alabama, 
Roberts noted, and all the 
inhabitants living near these 
areas, both human and 
wildlife, are influenced by 
any Change in conditions on 
these lands. 

“Not all wetlands are 
commercial forestland,”’ 


you draw up a_ forest 
management plan. This 
management plan will help 
you organize a program for 
your lands and will do much 
to insure the production of 
timber products and 
recreational opportunities in 
the combinations you desire. 
When it comes to the actual 
work, you can either do it 
yourself or hire vendors. 
Remember, help is available, 
While you, the woodland 
owners, will want to make 
your own decisions about the 
care and objectives of your 
land, professional foresters 
are available.

1. The Alabama Forestry 
Commission has a®* local 
service forester who works 
with woodland owners on an 
individual basis.

3. There are highly 
reputable self-employed con- 
sulting foresters that you can 
hire to obtain a full range of 
services. The Cooperative 
Extension Service and Soil 
Conservation Service also 
provide professional staffs to 
assist you in caring for your 
lands In many cases, 
financial help is available 
from government cost 
sharing programs such as 
FIP and ACP.

Roberts said, ‘but they are 
all surrounded or bordered 
by forestland, and anything 
affecting these near by 
woodlands,’’ he added. 
‘That is why the AFC back 
in the Spring of 1980, 
developed a_ classification 
system for forest practices in 
or near different types of 
water-holding acreages,’’ he 
concluded, 


The Soil Conservation 
Service is the lead agency in 
the development of river 
basin studies, which will 
identify and categorize 
wetlands according to 
management needs. The 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is surveying our 
wetlands, and this survey 
will be completed by 1982 or 
1983. 


Farm Program Guards 


Against Soil Erosion 


Robert English, 
Chairperson of the Coffee 


County ASC Committee, said’ 


the 1983 acreage reduction, 
land diversion and payment- 


in-kind programs guard 
against soil erosion through 
the installation and 


maintenance of protective 
cover crops and conservation 
practices on the land taken 
out of production. 

To qualify for program 
benefits, farmers are 
required to establish a 
vegetative cover or practices 
recommended for these acres 
are sufficient to protect the 
land from soil and water 
erosion,’’ said Mr. English. 
The protection is approved 
by the county ASC 
committee and also by the 
district conservationist for 
the Soil Conservation 
Service. 

Conservation use acreage 
consists of diverted acreage 
for which payment is made, 
the unpaid acreage reduction 


acres and acres removed 
from production through the 
payment-in-kind program, 
Cover crops approved for 
these acres include annual, 
biennial or perennial grasses 
and legumes, volunteer 
stands other than weeds, 
small grains and crop residue 
from use of no-till or 
minimim-till practices, Other 
cover or planting, 
particularly those benefiting 
wildlife, may be developed 
as long as the practice meets 
erosion control standards. 

The ASCS official said 
farm operators are expected 
to use normal control 
measures for erosion, 
insects, weeds and rodents 
on conservation use acreage. 

“If these measures are 
found inadequate, additional 
control measures will be 
required.”’ 

As much as 82 million 
acres of cropland may be 
withdrawn from production 
by the 1983 farm programs. 


Explanation Of 


Crop Certification 


USDA's Agriculatural 
Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service has asked 
producers to certify their 
farm program acreage. 
Clarence L. Tary, Deputy 
Administrator for State and 
County Operations, 
explained the reason for the 
acreage report and reviewed 
the certification process. 

“Certification is the 
opportunity we give the 
farmers to report to us the 
acreages of crops planted on 
their farms to determine 
whether they are eligible to 
receive the different benefits 
under the programs we 
viter."” When the farmer 
reports to the county ASCS 
office, (he/she) can review 
the aerial photograph of (his 

her) farm and pinpoint the 

fields in which the crops are 
grown. This information is 
then recorded and the report 
serves as documentation for 
crop acrese. bases and 
program compliance. 

Mr. Tardy said 
certification is particularly 


important to producers of 
quota crops such as peanuts. 
In addition to this crop, all 
other crop acreages must be 
reported, These include 
corn, grain sorghum, upland 
cotton, soybeans and 
conserving use acreage. 

Certification is also very 
important to farmers who are 
participating in the acreage 
reduction, paid land 
diversion and payment-in- 
kind programs because 
without an acreage report, 
they really are not partici- 
pating, Mr. Tardy said. 
“They must give us an 
acreage report in order for us 
to determine the level at 
which they will be eligible for 
the various nrogram 
benefits.” 

He said the acreage 
report needs to be as 
accurate as possible. ‘‘We 
do have a spot check 
program to check on the 
accuracy of these reports, so 
the more accurate report, the 
less trouble the farmers have 
to qualify for the benefits.

WEBWORMS 

1 have noticed a lot of 
webworms in pecan trees 
this year already The 
webworm is a pale yellow 
black spotted, hairy cater- 
pillar about an inch long. 
These catepillars spin a web 
over the foliage and feed on 
the foliage in the web. 

If these webworms are 
not controlled, they can 
completely cover the tree by 
fall, The only insecticide that 
is recommended that you as 
a homeowner can buy to 
control webworms is Sevin. I 
realize that on the larger 
pecan trees it is difficult to 
get the spray on the web- 
worms, On small trees you 
might want to prun out these 
webbed branches and 
destroy. 


ANTS 

It seems that ants are 
always a nuisance around the 
house. There are several 
different varieties of ants 
the little black sugar ant, the 
fire ant, the black carpenter 
ant, just to name a Tew. 

| have found the easiest 
way to control them around 
the outside of the house is 
with a granular insecticide 
with Diazinon in it. There 
are liquid sprays that are also 
effective. I would just 
sprinkle the granules very 
lightly in about a three ft. 
band around the house. This 
tends to keep the ants from 
invading the house. 


STINKBUG

The University _— of 
Alabama will award 50 
Scholarships in the form of 
rent in a campus residence 
hall for the 1983-84 academic 
year. 

The scholarships, worth 
$860 each, will cover two 
semesters’ rent for selected 
freshmen and junior college 
transfer students from 
Alabama in Mary Burke East 
Hall for men and Mary Burk 
West for women. 

Freshmen with a 
minimum ACT score of 24 
who were in the top quarter 
of their graduating class are 
eligible, as are junior college 
transfer students with a B 
average or better who are 
members of a national junior 
college honor society. Suc- 
cessful applicants will be 
required to participate in at 
least two workshops on 
leadership during the year.

Alabama law. Workers must 
file claims immediately after 
the school term ends. 
William R. Heatherly, 
director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial 
Relations, said the provisions 
of Act No. 83-155 enable 
school support personnel to 
receive retroactive jobless 
payments if they are not 
tehired in the fall. The new 
law became effective April 3. 
Support personnel are 
normally denied benefits 
between school terms if they 
are under contract or have 
reasonable assurance they 
will be employed when the 
next school term begins. 
“We encourage school 
personnel to file weekly 
claims for unemployment 
compensation even if they 
expect to return to work in 


the fall,"’ Heatherly 
emphasized, ‘‘Under these 
circumStances, payments 
will not be made 


immediately. However, if the 
claimant's former employer 
does not offer the claimant a 
job in the fall and the 
claimant meets other 
eligibility requirements, 
back payments will be issued 
by the State Unemployment 
Compensation Agency for 
each week of eligibility, 
provided they filed their 
claim when the school term 
ended and for weeks 
thereafter."’

As is now evident, Dubose 
Construction Co., of Montgomery, 
began clearing and grubbing right-of- 
way in early May at two locations within 
the city limits, a process that clearly 
defines the location of the road. The 
major work areas now visible are 
located between Smith Avenue and the 
Whitewater Creek and between Taylor 
Mill Road and Claxton Avenue. The 
work on these two areas began first due 
to the upcoming construction of a bridge 
over Whitewater Creek and the 
installation of culverts at an area off 
Claxton Avenue, near the Elba General 
Hospital. 

The construction of the culverts is 
slated to begin next week, while the 
work order to begin construction of the 
bridge was issued on June 14. 

The contract for the first phase of 
work allows approximately 430 calendar 
days for completion of construction and 
includes grading and drainage of the 
land between the Brantley Hwy. and 
U.S. 84, the land from Highway 87 to 
Highway 125 and the area between

If the River is fertile enough to 
provide an adequate food supply, local 
fishermen may soon be able to pull in 
good catches of hybrid striped bass! 

The Fisheries Section, Game and 
Fish Division, Alabama Dept. of 
Conservation, placed 3,280 small (1 - 2 
inch) hybrid striped bass in the river on 
Tuesday and Fisheries officer Merrill 
Nail reported if the river is fertile, the 
bass could weigh two-pounds in a year 
and reach five-pounds in a period of 
only two years.

Adam Cook, age 57, accused of 
murder in the June 5 shooting death of 
Hazel Lee Crawford, of New Brockton, 
made his initial appearance before 
District Judge Gary McAliley last week, 
with Enterprise Attorney Thomas Haigh 
being appointed to defend the accused 
defendent. 

Cook, being held in the Coffee 
County Jail without bond, will have his 
preliminary hearing on August 5, at 
10:30 a.m. 

According to reports, the victim was 
found lying in a pool of blood next tu her 
bed in her home, located just off Ansley 
Street. The woman's body was fully 
clothed in shorts and a blouse, and 
according to Police Cheif Gordon Lueck, 
a wound was located in the upper part of 


convicted murderer Billy Joe Magwood,
